Jerusalem, Mugrabi is suspected of 
having submitted falsified student 
rolls to the minister to order to 
receive increased stipends. 

Police investigators want to 
determine what happened to 1820,- 
000 that allegedly disappeared from 
the bank account of tbe kolel’s 
school. 

The Sephardic Rabbi of Bnei 
Brak, Rabbi Amram Kbrach, also 
was remanded to custody. Police 
requested that he be detained tor is 
days on suspicion of. having given 
Abuhatzeira ISfij 000 to get him to 
approve tbe allocation of ministry 
funds to the foundation for 
Yemenite Jewry that Rabbi Korach 
heads. The court ordered Kbrach 
remanded to custody for a week. 

8ourcea close to tbe Investigation 
said police had offered Rabbi 
Kbrach state’s witness status, but 
that be turned .them down. 

The court also extended its 
previous order remanding 
Religious Affairs Ministry deputy 
adviser Zion Sulasa in custody by 
three days. Sulssa allegedly wrote 
himself two ministry checks totaQ- . 
Ing 185,000. 

Informed sources sold yesterday 
that police want to question at least 
one more ministry official before 
requests for Indictments of the 
minister and his associates are 
presented to Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir.

Assad to leave for 
Moscow today 

Jerusalem Tost Beporter 

Syrian President Hafez Assad is 
expected to fly today to Moscow to 
response to a long-standing invita- 
tion by Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

Assad's trip to the Soviet Union 
had been put off twice due to the 
Syrian authorities troubles with op- 
position groups led by tbe fun- 
damentalist Moslem Brotherhood 
movement in the past year. 

The trip is being given a special 
significance In view of the con- 
tinuing war between Iraq and Iran. 
The Syrian government has 
demonstrated its sympathy for 

T ran 

“Assad's visit to Moscow will be 
followed by a visit by Jordan’s King 
Hussein, who has come out openly 
in support of Iraq. . 

Analysts are waiting to see 
whether the Syrian leader will 
forge ahead with the much- 
publicized plans of signing a 
defence treaty with the Soviet 
Union or will confine his talks to 
Moscow to further purchases of 
Russian arms. 


Carter and Brezhnev 
correspond on Guff 

CHICAGO (Reuter). — President 
Jimmy Carter said on Monday that 
he had exchanged personal letters 
with Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev about the war between 
Iraq and Iran. 

He did not disclose their contents. 
Sources believe the Soviet Union 
does not want a general war to 
break out in tbe GuJf region. 

Carter, speaking in a radio inter- 
view, said the greatest threat to 
U.S. security would be If the Soviet 
Union were ‘tempted to move Into 
Iran or other areas that would give 
them control of the Gulf. 


Indians fleeing war 

BOMBAY (AP); — An Air India 
chartered jetliner flew into Bombay 
from Amman yesterday with 857 Ih- 
1 dians who fled tbe Iraq-Iron war, 
the United News of India reported. 
They had made their way to Am- 
man from Baghdad. 

The Indian government says that 
more than 2,000 Indians have been 
evacuated from the war zones since 
the conflict began last month. 


Anti-polio drive 

Four cases of polio have been 
diagnosed to East Jerusalem since 
August 9, a Health Ministry 
spokesman announced yesterday. 

Tbe ministry has begun a 
massive inoculation campaign in 
East- Jerusalem. A similar opera- 
tion begun to September In the West 
Bank, has almost been completed. 


Iran, Iraq 
rush unite 
to battle 
for key city

Iran and Iraq poured rein- 
forcements into the battlegrounds 
of Khorramshabr yesterday for 
what appeared to be the next 
crucial stage of their 17-day-old 
war. 

Both countries stepped up their 
air activities, with Iran unleashing 
squads of jet bombers which 
observers thought had been ground- 
ed by acute maintenance problems. 

In an Interview with Teheran 
radio, the Iranian air force com- 
mander. Colonel Fakurl claimed 
his country was establishing an un- 
doubted aerial superiority over 
Iraq, adding: “We shall defeat Iraq 
and those who help her.” 

Fakurl singled out "the traitor 
King Hussein” of Jordan among 
those in the region who have been 
helping Iraq, and said that his 
forces were “awaiting orders to 
destroy them all.” 

Both Jordan, which supports 
Iraq, and Syria, which opposes it. 
were reported to be massing troops 
along their joint borders with Iraq, 
but military sources in Israel said 
they could not confirm these 
reports. 

Iraq and Iran yesterday inten- < 
silled air attacks on each other’s oil 
centres — the Iranian port of 
Abadan and the Iraqi city of 
Kirkuk. 

An Iranian military communique 
said Iranian airborne troops moved 
in on Monday to attack “Iraqi rein- 
forcements” in the area. It claimed 
30 tanks and armed vehicles 
destroyed. 

Iraq moved up mare tanks, troops 
and pontoons for temporary bridges 
into the area of Khorramshahr, the 
major Iranian port It surrounded 
and all but totally captured on Sun- 
day and Monday. 

One western corre s pondent said 
that tbe bridge-building equipment 
indicated that a direct assault on 
Abadan across the 8hatt al-Arah 
might be planned. 

Fierce fighting was reported on 
the highway from captured 
Kharramahahr to Abadan.

U.S. says war 
could spread — 
Jordan warned 


WASHINGTON (UFI). — The U.S. 
yesterday cautioned Jordan not to 
get involved In the Iraq-Iran war, 
saying that there is a growing 
danger the Persian Gulf war may 
spread to other countries. 

The State Department reminded 
Jordan and other countries their 
U.S.-made military equipment can- 
not be used by a third country 
without specific American permis- 
sion. 

Deputy Secretary of 8tate 
Warren Christopher said yester- 
day; “The intensity and scope of 
the fighting has almost certainly 
exceeded the expectations of 
anyone Involved. So once again we 
have seen how easy war is to start 
— and how difficult to contain and 
conclude." 

He accused the Soviet Union of in- 
flaming a dangerous situation by 
broadcasting "without the slightest 
foundation in fact ... fabrications 
that the U.S. has taken a part to tbe 
conflict.” 

Christopher said the U.S. “will 
defend (Its) vital interests in the 
Persian Gulf region.” Repeating 
that the U.S. is neutral and expects 
neutrality from the Soviet Union, 
Christopher said U.S. neutrality 
“does not mean American in- 
difference." 

State Department spokesman 


John Trattner said the U.S. has 
been in touch with a number of 
countries, Including Jordan, "about 
our hope that the conflict not be 
widened.” 

Trattner said the U.S. has Infor- 
mation that “equipment, destined 
for Iraq, some of which may be 
militarily related, has been off- 
loaded at Akaba." (See story 
below.) 

Jordan has announced its support 
for Iraq and has mobilized civilian 
truck drivers to haul military 
equipment to Iraq. 

But Crown Prince Hassan, 
younger brother of King Hussein, 
met with Glscard yesterday and in- 
dicated that Jordan feels no need at 
the moment to send troops to help 
Iraq In the war. 

But, Hassan said, his brother has 
made it “very clear” that Jordan is 
ready to help as a brother Arab na- 
tion. 

U.S. officials said Jordan’s pre- 
sent help does not sound militarily 
significant, since any equipment 
unloaded at Akaba would still have 
to travel 1,200 km. over mostly bad 
roads to reach Iraq. 

The officials said there is no sign 
Jordanian military forces are gear- 
ing up to join Iraq in the actual 
fighting.

Residents of Eilat said that the 
bay was chockfull of vessels on the 
Jordan side.

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Stubborn enemies face a long war 


News dispatches ami diplomatic 
reports from Teheran and Baghdad 
yesterday indicate that Iran and 
Iraq are bracing themselves for & 
long war. Neither of the two coun- 
tries appears capable of bringing 
the fighting to a decisive conclusion 
In the near future. 

Iraq apparently lacks the skilled 
personnel needed to exploit fully 
both the massive amount of equip- 
ment at its disposal and tbe 
strategic advantage of what bad 
been planned as a blitzkrieg opera- 
tion against Iran. . 

Iran for its part finds itself 
struggling with tbe problem of 
resurrecting what remains of the 
country’a army after two years of 
the Ayatollah Khomeini’s Islamic 
revolution. 

We are now witnessing the in- 
competent forces of each of the 
combatants destroying the other 
side’s national infrastructure, while 
not making it possible for an outside 
third party to prevent their slow 
bleeding to death. 

Iraq launched the war over two 
weeks ago with the demand far an 
unconditional recognition by Iran of 
Iraq sovereignty over territories on 
their common border, including the 
strategic Shatt al-Arab estuary, and 
lor the return of three Persian Gulf 
islands to Arab sovereignty. Iran 
rejected demands and made It clear 
that it is bent on fighting Iraq to the 
bitter end. 

Efforts by Pakistani President 
M& ul-H&q to mediate between the 
two warring Moslem countries fail- 
ed. . So did those exerted by 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
chief Yasser Arafat, who has main- 
tained good ties with the radical 
regimes in both countries. Both men 
seem to have overlooked the fact 
that the conflict over territory was 
only one element of a more general 
hostility rooted in the history of tbe 
two nations: Persian bran follows 


the Shiite dmmnlnatirm of Islam 
and Arab Iraq adheres to the Sunni 
Moslem faith practised by most of 
the Arab world. 

The superpowers have been say- 
ing that they are in no position to 
mediate, because the antagonists 
are no longer subject to their con- 
trol. The U.S. is involved to a con- 
flict of tta ownwith its one-time ally, 
Iran, over the American hostages. 

The Soviets have been implying 
far some time now that they are at 
■ loggerheads with the rebellious 
president of Iraq, Saddam Hussein, 
who la viewed by Moscow aa steer- 
ing his country away from its ties 
and the treaty of cooperation and 
friendship with the Russians. TUs 
did not prevent the Soviets, 
nevertheless, from continuing to 
supply Iraq with weapons, nor for 
, that matter from offering their 1 
hardware to Iran. 

The superpowers are probably 
keeping their distance from the 
battlefield because neither of them 
has any love lost for either of the 
warring regimes. But they are try- 
ing carefully not to alienate either 


of them any further. 

Both the U.S. and the Soviets have 
been .confining tbamaelvea .to 
safeguarding their Interests in 
neighbouring areas, whose involve- 
ment to the fighting could spark the 
outbreak of a regional conflict and 
even an armed confrontation 
between tbe superpowers 
themselves. 

The Iraq-Iran war has thus far 
been localised. The scope of battles 
reported fought on land, sea and to 
the air is still unclear. Baghdad and 
Tebxrun have been issuing con- 
tradictory reports, with each claim- 
ing sweeping victories. Foreign cor- 
respondents and diplomats often 
distant from the fighting have 
provided garbled information. 

What does seems clear Is that 
Iraq is far from haring been ejected 
from Iranian territories It entered 
at the outset of the military cam- 
paign, especially the oil-producing 
southwestern province of 
Khuzeatan for whose Arabic- 
speaking population the Iraqis de- 
mand autonomy.

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,S, envoy coming for talks on Yarmuk waters

Philip Habib, the U.S. special en- 
voy to the ongoing negotiations over 
the Yarmuk -River waters, win be 
coming, to die region later this 
month for talks with Israel and Jor- 
dan. Informed .sources- say there 
has been no breakthrough yet in the 
negotiations. Habib’s visit, they 
.say, is intended for further “ex- 
ploration and exchange of ideas.” 
The talks, which have proceeded 
sporadically for many months, con- 
cern .Jordan’s plan to bidld & dam 
across . the Yarmuk, and the alloca- 
tion of the waters that would 

thereby be harnessed. - : 

: = Israel has riparian rights to the 
Yarmuk, which Jordan recognizes 
in principle, . because the river 

passes through (pre-1997) Israeli 
territory just: before. Souring into 
the Jordan near - Aahdot Ya’acpy.t 
Jordan needs Israel’s consent W 
build the' dam, because the MlUon- 
dallar plan, calls for a .weir,' or 
smaller dam, fo.be bulft-acrbsa the 
river just inside Israeli territory. 


The main bone of contention, 
however, is not Israel’s rights by 
dint of its pre-1987 territory, but 
' rather Israel's demands that a 
significant allocation of the Yar- 
muk waters be made for foe West 
Bank, which it holds under occupa- 
tion. Jordan, apparently for 
political reasons, baa not been 
eager to negotiate with Israel to its 
capacity as occupying power on foe 
West Bank. 

Nevertheless, the water shortage 
in Jordan is serious and getting 
steadily worse, and Jordan’s need ; 
for the Yarmuk dam (to be built at ‘ 
Maqarln, near the Syrian border) is 
becoming ever more acute.. 
Observers believe, therefore, that 
the negotiations, through the good 
offices of the U.S., have a good 
prospect of eventual success. 

The negotiators- are at pains to 
keep a low profile on these folks, to • 
order to avoid embarrassment for 
Jordan vis A vis foe. Syrians and 
other Arab hardliners. 

Israeli officials close to foe talks 
stress that Israel has its own direct 


and urgent interest in their success. 
The water-supply situation of Israel 
and foe West Bank, taken as one 
•topographical unit, is fast ap- 
proaching a critical point, many ex- 
perts believe. The Maqarln Dam 
project, oould provide- much-needed 
additional water for tbe West Bank, . 
and thereby supplement un- 
derground reservoirs which are 
now 'being exploited almost to foe 
limit. 

These are the statistics: today 
1.85 billion cubic metres of water 
are used each year In the area 
between foe Mediterranean and foe 
Jordan. Israel (to its pre-1967) lines 
takes 1.6- billion cu.m. (L2 trillion 
for its agriculture), the West Bank 
210 million cum. and the Gaza Strip 
120 million cu.m. 

The forecast for the two decades 
ahead, till foe year 2,000, is an ac- 
cretion of a further 700 million 
cum. to foe water supply — 300 
mil lion cu.m, from sewage 
reclamation and a further 400 
mfoJbn cu.m, from marginal flood 
control. 


Of this Increase, some ISO million 
cum. Is expected to be used by foe 
West Bank, where rising living 
standards will certainly produce In- 
creased domestic and industrial 
water consumption. 

. These figures mean, according to 
some experts, that two consecutive 
years of tow rainfall could seriously 
Jeopardize Israeli agriculture. And. 
to the longer term, if there Is insuf- 
ficient water to. go round, drilling 
rights and drawing rights will in- 
evitably become issues of sharp 
conflict — whatever political solu- 
tion evolves for foe West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Indeed, Israeli officials of all 
political persuasions are un- 
animous on this key print: Israel 
cannot afford to allow foe West 
Bank to be short of .water. It cannot 
allow water to become an issue to 
dispute between Itself and the West 
Bank (whatever the eventual 
political status of the West Bank), 
because water disputes lead to 
wars.

WASHINGTON. — In a meeting to- 
day with the U.S. Secretary of State 
Edmund Muskle and Energy 
Secretary Charles Duncan, Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l will 
attempt to reach a conclusive 
agreement concerning emergency 
oil supplies for Israel. 

The talks centre on the conditions 
of activation of the “memorandum 
of agreement" of June 22. 1979, con- 
cerning oil supplies by the U.S. to 
Israel In "times of emergency." 
The memorandum accompanied 
the Israel-Egypt peace agreement. 

Israel has been attempting to 
define precisely what constitutes an 
oil emergency and when the U.S. 
would be obligated to assist Israel 
In obtaining oil from other sources 
or from American sources. 

In Moda'l’s previous visit here It 
was decided to open talks on defin- 
ing the conditions of activation, 
which were first conducted recently 
in Israel. 

Moda’l met yesterday with Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Dean Hinton 
and Assistant Secretary of Energy 
Leslie Goldman, who conducted the 
previous round of talks in Israel. 
The round of the talks will be 
held today with Muskle and Dun- 
can.

Extended unemployment benefits urged

The National Insurance Institute 
has proposed that the period of 
eligibility for receiving unemploy- 
ment compensation should be ex- 
tended from six months to eight and 
a half months, but with certain 
qualifications and at a reduced rate.

The proposal will soon be sub-* 
mitted to the Joint Committee on 
Unemployment representing all 
sectors of the economy. 

A person is currently eligible for 
unemployment compensation for a 
six-month period even if he tuns 
down job offers not compatible with 
his education or occupational train- 
ing.

Mubarak to visit U.S. for talks

CAIRO. — Vice-President Hosnl 
Mubarak will be in Washington for 
four days next week. He Is expected 
to discuss deliveries of U.S. arms to 
Egypt and American use of Egyp- 
tian military facilities. He will also 
deliver a message from President 
Anwar Sadat to President Jimmy 
Carter on the Palestinian autonomy 
talks. 


Egyptian officials were reluctant 
to give details of Mubarak’s visit, 
which falls only days’ before 
autonomy talks resume at heada-of- 
delegatlon level. 

The officials spoke only of Sadat's 
message, but diplomatic sources 
predicted that military matters 
would predominate. 


Mubarak’s last visit to the U.S. 
dealt almost exclusively with 
Egypt's request for advanced 
weaponry to replace its stock of ob- 


solescent Soviet arms still used by 
the bulk of its armed forces. 

Although small shipments of U.S. 
arms started last year, Egypt, un- 
accustomed to cumbersome 
procedures like congressional ap- 
proval, and factory waiting lists, is 
said to be disappointed at the slow 
rate of delivery. 

Diplomats here expected 
Mubarak to tie up a final agree- 
ment on the terms for U.S. use of 
the Egyptian naval and air hose at 
Ras Banas on the Red Sea while in 
Washington. The base is reported to 
have featured in numerous- 
meetings between Mubarak and 
U.S. Ambassador Alfred Atherton 
over the last two months. 

Egypt has agreed In principle to 
let the U.S. use the base to train 
President Jimmy Carter's rapid 
deployment force. Although the 
quid pro quo is still under dispute, 
American troops can probably 
move In by the end of November as 
planned.

The Maqarln Dam, if Its waters 
were allocated as Israel urges, 
could provide the West Bank with 
an additional 140 million cu.m, of 
water each year. If work were 
begun soon, the dam could he 
operational towards the middle of 
the decade — Just when the water 
situation In Israel and the 
territories might become really 

tight. 

Furthermore; some Israeli ex- 
perts say. the dam project could 
provide a booster to overextended 
existing water supplies just at a. 
time when scientists, in Israel and 
elsewhere, are working hard on 
devising economically viable 
desalination methods. There Is a 
good chance that by the end of the 
decade the long-sought-after 
breakthrough will have been 
achieved in this field. 

Israel's demand for 140 million 
cu.m. of Yarmuk waters for the 
West Bank — In addition to 40 
million cu.m, for Israel proper In 
accordance with its riparian rights 


— would leave an estimated 2-300 
million cu.m. for Jordan's use on 
the East Bank. Jordan is offering 17 
million cu.m, for Israel "proper." 

Even If the Israeli and Jordanian 
positions can be bridged by the 
veteran U.S. diplomat Habib, Jor- 
dan will still need Syria's agree- 
ment before the work can begin, 
since Syria, too, has rights to the 
Yarmuk. Observers here are 
wondering how Jordan’s current 
support for Iraq, and relative es- 
trangement from Syria, might 
affect the Maqarln Dam question. 

The trip this month will be 
Habib's second to the region since 
undertaking this special assign- 
ment on behalf of the U.S. govern- 
ment. Formerly a senior State 
Department official, Habib has 
been In poor health and has retired 
from the regular foreign service. 
Israeli negotiators praise the con- 
vivial and tactful — yet at the

Referring to Thorn’s recent fact- 
finding visits to the Middle East, 
Shamir said he did not believe the 
EC could launch a better peace ap- 
proach than that initiated at Camp 
David. 

Very important results have 
already been achieved cm the basis 
of the Camp David accords, he told 
the ministers. 

He suggested that Europe should 
spend.zqore time trying to improve 
economic, conditions in- the . Middle 
East and leas in trying to devise a 
peace plan fundamentally opposed 
by Israel. 

"Europe has a major role in the 
Middle East and we hope she will 
utilize her enormous power for con- 
structive development of all the 
people of the region,” Shamir said. 

Helping Israel and Egypt with 
deaalintestion of sea water projects 
or helping Israel and Jordan build & 
canal between the Mediterranean 
and Dead Sea are examples of the 
type of help all sides would 
welcome, Shamir said. 

Shamir in his speech dwelt on 
Israel's economic achievements 
during the last year, especially its 
success in narrowing its balance of 
payments deficit. He attributed this 
to the government's policies of 
economic belt-tightening. 

Thorn for Ms part also praised 
Israel's relatively improved trade 
figures. He noted that its trade 
balance with the EC showed a 
deficit of $150 million for the first 
half of 1980 as compared with nearly 
$500m. for the same period last 
year. 

Thorn cited the Israel 
government's efforts to diversify 
exports while slashing imports as 
one cause of this trade improve- 
ment He said the EC’s policies 
towards Israel were also helping the 
Israeli economy. 

Shamir aired Israel’s concern 
over the looming accession of Spain 
to the community, which, he said, 
could gravely hurt Israel’s 
agricultural ex por ts to the Com- 
munity.

projected costa of IS5m. — was ap- 
proved long ago. 

A total of IS&GG.OOQ has been spent 
so far on the project, and though the 
amount is relatively small. It has 
wrought a visible change In disad- 
vantaged neighbourhoods. A new 
tennis centre has been built, and 
pre -kindergarten programmes are 
under way. There are also new 
pavements, playgrounds, and 
street lights. A few dozen families 
have received loans to add rooms to 
their apartments. 

Benny Aflalo, a Moroccan-born 
Ramie resident who heads Project 
Renewal, described In English, his 
excitement over the potential of the 
project and the fact that local 
residents were for the first time ac- 
tive partners In changing their 
lives.

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
was shaken yesterday by chairman 
Shimon Peres' declaration on Mon- 
day that he might refuse to par- 
ticipate In a leadership race If 
challenged by former prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

Rabin supporters were outraged 
by the statement, and opinion In 
Peres' own camp was divided, 

Peres made his statement at a 
meeting of party veterans In his of- 
fice. He said that If the party con- 
vention overturns a Labour Central 
Committee decision adopted 
j several months ago naming him for 
[ the party's number-one slot, he 
J would refuse to run against Babin. 

The convention is scheduled for 
December. 

Spokesmen (or the Babin camp 
accused Peres of violating the most 
basic principle of party democracy 
— the right of any member to 
challenge another for any given 
position and to stand for election. 
They said that Peres la seeking to 
avoid a showdown, but added that if 
he does not prevail at the conven- 
tion, he will have lost anyway. 

A leading member of the Rabin 
camp, attorney Avraham Barir, 
called the central committee deci- 
sion illegal. The convention Is a 
higher party forum, he said, and 
only the central committee to be 
chosen before the elections can 
select the party's candidate for the 
premiership. 

A central committee elected 


before the 1977 polls is not authoriz- 
ed to select the candidate for 
premiership for 1881, Barir said. 

He said that he plans to take legal 
action soon to nullify the central 
committee decision of last winter. 

“Peres was not elected for life." 
he said. 

In the Peres camp, too, there 
were misgivings about the party 
chairman’s statement. Some of 
Peres* followers thought that he had 
made a tactical error. He now 
appears reluctant to face a 
challenge, supporters said. 

Peres' backers also said that his 
statement is superfluous, since the 
central committee's last decision 
must be changed in any case. 

The legal expert In the Perea 
camp, MK Moshe Shahal, came out 
in support of Peres' statement. If 
Rabin insists on pursuing his cam- 
paign, Shahal said, the first phase In 
the leadership battle would 
necessitate a vote on the validity of 
the previous central committee 
decision. 

Since a convention reverse of the 
decision would be the same a a 
overthrowing Peres, he would not 
be obliged to face Rabin in any case, 
Shahal said. 

Meanwhile, the warring camps in 
Labour are waiting for Rabin's 
return from a UJA speaking tour In 
the U.S. this week. A formal an- 
nouncement of Rabin’s candidacy 
for the leadership of Labour is ex- 
pected soon after, and the battle tor 
primacy In the party Is likely to heat 
up considerably.

No signs of strangulation, 
says expert at Zyi Gur trial

The prosecutor, trying to prove 
that Gur deliberately strangled the 
child.. asked the pathologist If the 
child's body showed he had been 
strangled. 

The pathologist explained that 
the signs of strangulation are usual- 
ly external. 

Gur has maintained that he put 
his hand on the child's mouth In 
order to keep him from crying out 
while they were sitting In Gut’s car.

Paris police hold husband of bomb victim 


BONN. - West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt yesterday won for- 
ma 1 endorsement from the 
chairmen of both parties in his 
coalition for n further four years as 
head of government. 

He pledged to continue the 
policy of detente with the East and 
"strengthening the alliance" with 
the West. 

The assurances came in a docu- 
ment released after talks between 
Schmidt and his coalition partner, 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Gcnscher, leader of the liberal Free 
Democrats. 

The statement emphasized the 
relationship with Washington, and 
observers speculated that this in- 
dicated -increased influence for 
Genscher, a more open supporter of 
Washington than Schmidt. 

Both leaders promised continua- 
tion of the "clear and predictable 
foreign and security policy that has 
won solid trust throughout the 
world." 

“This policy serves peace," the 
statement continued, and aimed 


"to create an casing of the situation 
for people In both parts of Ger- 
many.” 

The new government "will con- 
tinue the policy of military balance, 
of arms limitation at the lowest 
possible level, of strengthening the 
(NATO) alliance and the European 
Common Market, and or being a 
reliable partner." the statement 
said. 

"Equally, (the government) will 
continue a policy of good 
neighbourliness and detente," the 
statement added. 

Leaders of the two parties met for 
two hours yesterday in Schmidt's 
residence for the first formal policy 
meeting since the voting. 

Among the participants besides 
Schmidt were former chancellor 
Willy Brandt, chairman of the 
Social Democratic Party; Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrlch Genscher, 
leader of the Free Democrats; 
parliamentary leader Herbert 
Wehner of the SPD and other party 
leaders.

The five-man National Security 
Council’s decision came after 
appeals for clemency for die four 
men were rejected by Turkey's 
supreme military court of appeal. 

The council decision, published In 
the official gazette, marked the first 
major step towards combating 
terrorism, which 'claimed more 
than 1 ,700 lives in 1980 and led to the 
military coup. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion when the two condemned men,' 
a rightist and a leftist, would be 
hanged. 

Before the coup, each execution 
required a vote of parliament, and 
no one was banged in Turkey for the 
past seven years.

This means that 
along with family or Individual con- 
versations,' the therapist spells out 
specific do's and don’ts to en- 
courage gradually Increasing stan- 
dards of performance for getting to 
fand staying In) school. This kind of 
treatment makes difficult demands 
on the parents and the classroom 
teacher, hnt without parent-teacher 
. cooperation, the chances of success 
,wre negligible. 

-- -.Parents must be able to face 
' deciding that a child’s physical con- 
. dition is secondary to his school 
problem — remember this Is a child 
with many physical complaints — 
and forge assurance from a physi- 
cian that even this time there is no 
serious ailment. This is. a sobering 

- responsibility for a parent "How 
- . could I live with myseif If I force 

him to go to school this morning and 
the vomiting turns' out to be acute 

- appendicitis?” - - 

And if the visit to the doctor is 
necessary, then on no. account 
■ should this mean that the child will 
. be absolved from school atten- - 
.dance, jpven .If. there ..remains but 
one hpur of class' before the final 
bell. Obviously, this may be a lot 
harder on the mother than on the 
child, but once the therapist and. the 
parents agree on certain 
behaviours, there must be no incon- 
sistency or deviations permitted. . 

If it takes some physical strength 
to get the child into school, then 
Papa will have to take him to school 

— every day — perhaps for months. 
If It is agreed that mother may re- 
main In the- bait outside the 
classroom door far only 10 minutes, 
then iC^Tninutes It. is", even though 
she sees him turn that sickly green 
that indicates a faint coming on. 

OBVIOUSLY no programme can be 
planned without the cooperation of . 
the classroom teacher, and serious 
consideration^ given to the size and 
type, of the. Class,- as well aa to tbe- 
teacher’s personal limitations. It's 
pretty stupid for any psychologlet 
to say that. the child must be kept in 
school, even when this requires 
physical' restraint, or to return Um . 
to class after he vomits, if there is 
no way .for. the '.teacher to meet 
these demands.. *

Now, a few examples of what 
school phobia is not; 

DANNY Is 11. He says he hates 
school, the teachers, the kids. It’s a 
battle to get him out of bed in the . 
morning, and an even worse one to 
get him dressed and breakfasted.^ 
There is-?..no trick fai the book . 
that he hasn't learned ln_ 

order to postpone arriving at 
. school. He can't fold his other shoe, 
he hasn't finished last night's 
lessons, he’s lost his library book, 
and so on ad infinitum. But, in spite 
of all this, once he gets to school, he 
stays out the day. He gets passing 
marks in all his subjects (although 
teacher is always saying he could 
do much better) and in spite of his 
delaying tactics in the pre-school 
hours, he never resorts to faking an 
illness, which any 11 year old must 

• surely realize would he the moat 
effective ruse of all.. . 

Sharon is 8 and a perfectionist at 
school. Every lesson is done 
perfectly and she gets grades to 
match. She is a vomiter, but only In 
the morning. Sometimes she looks 
so ill that her mother urges her to 
stay home, at least for an hour or 
so, until she fells better. But Sharon 
wouldn't dream of missing school. 

Judy Is 15. She has never liked 
school particularly. Although 
bright, she has been an indifferent 
scholar. Her attitude toward school 
and teachers has lately been one of 
overbearing superciliousness, and 
because she considers the whole 
business beneath her, she has taken 
to playing truant. At first It was Just 
an occasional class, but now It’s 
whole days and for any number of 
reasons. Sometimes she even plays 
truant In order to study for 
something she considers more im- 
portant, but mostly It's because she 
has menstrual cramps, a cold or a 
-headache. If she can convince a 
friend to accompany her, they will 
take the bus into town and walk 
around window-shopping 
throughout the school hours. 

Each of these children has a 
problem, but they are not school 
phobias. The true school phobic 

• seldom tells you that he hates 

school, and he doesn’t know why he 
can’t go, or why he runs away once • 
he gets there. He is not an adven- 
turous or a delinquent truant. He is 
not a rambunctious behaviour 
problem. v 

He la a frightened, sickly, 
depressed youngster. In addition to 
the physical symptoms, he may 
.also have other fears, more 
numerous and more intense than 
those of other children his age. He 
may fear darkness, noise, crowds, 
thunder; but these fears he can talk 
about and they are not crippling. 

But I have never heard one say, "I 
am afraid to go to school" — and 
this Is. above all, the one fear that 
can change his life. 

FORTUNATELY, the incidence of 
extreme school phobia is very low. 

Rut even in a very mild form, it can 
still have negative effects on a 
child's ultimate life-style, so a 
parent at all suspicious should in- 
dulge In some simple arithmetic. 
Take out last year’s report card 
and compare the number of days 
absent with the number of visits to 
the doctor. 

If the relationship between these 
two figures seems to be almost in- 
versely -proportional (meaning a 
very high number of vague and un- 
defined illnesses not requiring a 
visit to the doctor), then start right 
now to count how many times the 
child comes, home early from 
school, or never gets there at all, 
because of a headache or a 
stomach-ache of unknown origin. 
Should this, pattern repeat, then 
run, do not. walk, to the nearest 
source: of help. •„' 



■ champions in the future.” 

David Carter, aged 24. from 
Brisbnnc, Australia, is in the 90s in 
the ATP computer rankings. He 
won the Australian hand court 
championships in 1977. 

"I’m no stranger to Ramat 
Hasharon." he said. "I played here 
when they opened the Tennis Cen- 
tre in 1976. In fact, for a couple of 
years I tried to make Israel my 
base, but it proved to be too far 
from America and Europe. I am 
now based in Florida, but I still 
hope to make more use of Israel." 

Carter was coached by Ron 
Steele, now Israel's national coach, 
and has been on the circuit for near- 
ly three years, during which time 
he has roamed the world with his 
racket. 

"On the whole, it’s a very good 
life,” he said. "You see all kinds of 
places, and you meet a lot of in- 
teresting people. There are bad 
aspects — it can get very tiring. 

"Sometimes, I wish I had never 
seen a tennis racket — but then I 
suspect that the same thing 
happens to everybody." 

He says there are no social 
problems on the circuit. "McEnroe 
socializes, Jimmy Connors is even 
more sociable. Borg stays a bit 
aloof, but then he’s Borg, he's the 
best there is.’ 

Borg's court manners he added, 
are impeccable. "Most players 
behave very well. I was very disap- 
pointed by the way McEnroe 
carried on at the recent American 
Open semi-final at Flushing 
Meadows." 

According to Carter, players 
have to keep very fit, to have their 
eight hours sleep every night, so 
there is a limit to the number of 
parties they can attend. 

He was full of praise for the ATP: 
"I wouldn't call It a trade union," 
he said, “because we've had only 
one strike — at Wimbledon — and 
one threat to strike — this year at 
Flushing Meadows. The ATP has 
done a great deal for players like 
me. It has made it possible for us to 
earn a good living from tennis tour- 
naments." 

Carter said that the facilities and 
arrangements at Ramat Hasharon 
were as near to ideal aa possible: "I 
certainly enjoy playing here," he 
concluded. "In fact, apart from 
playing at home. I can think of no 
place where I enjoy my tennis 
more."

Elscint ready to float 
$15m. issue on U.S. market

TKL AVIV. - The Elscint firm of 

H.-iifa. active in the development 
.'inri sale of computerised diagnostic 
medical equipment, has filed a 
registration statement with the 
American Securities and Exchange 
Commission for the issue of 600,000 
now shares. The ordinary shares of 
RIscint are traded on the over-the- 
counter market in the U.S. 

After approval the Issue is ex- 
pected to come to the market before 
the end of this month. 

While the price for the new shares 
has not yet been established. It will 
probably be in the S25-S20 range, 
depending on the price moves of the 
existing shares in the meanwhile- If 
the upper range Is reached, Elscint 
will have raised some $18m. less un- 
derwriting expenses. A minimum 
of Si5m. is expected. 

The size of the issue is generally 
considered large for an Israeli com- 
pany. 

Three well-known American un- 
derwriters will be offering the new 
shares. They are: Bache, Halsey, 
Stuart, Shields, L.F. Rothschild. 


Untcrberg. Towbin & F. Eberstadt 
& Co. Bachfc handled the first Els- 
cint Issue. L.F. Rothschild is a ma- 
jor specialist in the placement of 
shares of science- based Industries. 

Lnat May. the company handled 
the firat-timc-cver shares issue of 
Sci-Tex. The company's shares 
have more than tripled in price 
since then. 

It is understood that the proceeds 
of the share issue will be used to 
finance new -equipment. RAD 
programmes and the expansion of 
sales and service operations. 

Elsclnt’s sales, which were 
9ii.9m. in 1976, have risen to 
$2ft.7m. for the year ending March 
31. 1980. In the first quarter of the 
current fiscal year the company 
reported sales of S9.9m. 

The single largest shareholder of 
Elscint is Elron Electronics In- 
dustries. which holds i.3m. shares. 
Frederick R. Adler, a venture 
capitalist from the U.S., among 
other minority shareholders, owns 
6.37 per cent of the outstanding 
shares. On one of his visits to Israel 
he told The Jerusalem Post that he 
has hopes that Elscint will someday 
become a multi-national concern. 


Dead Sea shares offered to public 


Post Economic Reporter 
Israel Chemicals was authorized 
this week by the ministerial 
economic committee to sell a 
greater percentage of shares In the 
Dead Sea Works on the Tel Aviv 
stock exchange. 


Israel Chemicals now holds 90.3 
per cent of the shares of the Dead 
Sea Works. Yesterday's decision 
stipulates that at least 76 per cent of 
the shares must remain in Israel 
Chemicals' hands. 


The step was taken as part of the 
government's policy of reducing the 
extent of its ownership of economic 
enterprises. 

The issued share capital of the 
Dead Sea Works is IS 60. 5m. while 
its registered share capital Is 

IS200m. 

The ministerial committee also 
decided to increase the share 
capital of Chemicals and Fertilizers 
from IS15m. to 1830m, and the share 
capital of the Negev Phosphate Co. 
from IS72m. to IS! 50m. 


As a result of Iraq-Iran war — 


3 Arab states pump more oil 
while customers use reserves 


BEIRUT (UPI, .AP). - Three 
lending oil-producing Arab states 
have agreed to boost their oil 
production jointly by 3 million 
barrels a day In compensation for 
tho shortage triggered by the Iraqi- 
Iranian war. newspaper reports 
reaching Beirut said yesterday. 

Tho world's largest oil exporter, 
Saudi Arabia, along with Kuwait 
and the United Arab Emirates, 
agreed last week on the production 
hike, which was expected to come 
into effect Monday, a leading Saudi 
newspaper said in Monday's, edi- 
tion, which- waa. available in Beirut 
yesterday. 


There was no independent confir- 
mation from Kuwait or the U.A.E., 
but Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed Zafci 
Yamani said Sunday his country 
was planning such an Increase. 


Yamani said the Saudis will raise 
their daily 9.5 m. barrels production 
to as much as 10.5m. But there were 
no indications as to the hikes ex- 
pected by Kuwait and the U.A.E. 

The feuding neighbours together 
supplied the world with exports es- 
timated at 3.5m. barrels of oil a day. 

From Tokyo, meanwhile, there 
are reports that the Iran-Iraq war is 
demonstrating the success of the in- 
dustrialized world’s new policy of 
stockpiling oil as a buffer against 
disruption of its petroleum sources. 

The secretary general of the 
International Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development. Emile van Lennep, 
said yesterday: “We will not run to 
the spot markets for our needs, but 
will use up our stocks. 

“We are lucky that the military 
developments now taking place in 


Iraq and Iran., happen at a time 
when stocks of oil are high Indeed 
and industrial growth is low," van 
Lcnricp, told reporters at the 
Foreign Correspondents Club here. 

Mexico, the world's flfth-biggest 
producer, will not Increase its oil ex- 
port prices for the time being to help 
temper the speculation caused by 
the Iraq-Iran war, a spokesman for 
tho state petroleum monopoly. 
Pomex, said yesterday. 

The Pemex spokesman, who ask- 
ed anonymity, said Mexico's oil 
prices will remain the same “for the 
time being,"' but warned that 
Pemex may. increase them any time 
market conditions change. 

He described the international oil 
market as currently "erratic’’ and 
"saturated" by excess production. 
"There is instability and uncertain- 
ty," he said. 

Mexico produces slightly more 
than 2.1m. barrels daily — with 
roughly half of that exported. About 
500,000 barrels are sold to the U.S. 
and the rest to Spain, Israel. Japan, 
Brazil, Yugoslavia. Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica. 

Mexico, which refuses to join 
OPEC, sells only under long-term 
contracts of a year or more. Pemex 
re-negotlates the price Jointly with 
all its customers every three 
months.

TEL AVIV. — The managing direc- 
tor of the Milk Production and 
Marketing Board, Avi Kaplan, 
yesterday called for a return to 
government subsidies on milk and 
milk products to the tune of 20 to 26 
per cent. He also asked that the 
Finance Ministry approve a 
programme of a tree glass of milk a 
day for all school pupils. He 
suggested that the milk be 
chocolate-flavoured. 

Kaplan was addressing a group of 
women journalists on the decline in 


mflk consumption since subsidies 
were removed nearly a year ago. 
Overall consumption has declined 
73 per cent since then, and surveys 
show the decrease has been mainly 
among the lower economic sectors, 
Kaplan stressed. 

The import of milk products, par- 
ticularly powdered milk, has vir- 
tually ceased, Kaplan reported. 
The dairy Industry today Is using 
about 5 per cent of the current total 
milk production to make milk 
powder. 


Unfair taxing of car allowances 


HAIFA. — Senior executives who 
drive company cars are getting un*. 
■fair tax breaks and don’t shoulder 
their hill burden under the new tax 
levy, the chairman of the Zim works 
committee, Uri Zuckerman, charg- 
ed yesterday. He called on the 
Histadrut and the finance minister 


to eliminate the discrimination. 

Zuckerman told The Jerusalem 
Post that the company car benefit is 
taxed at an “unreal” 131,000, while 
staff members who only get their 
driving expenses covered by the 
employers are taxed on a much 
higher basis. 


Course on international export procedures 


TEL AVIV. — The first course In 
Israel on international export 
procedures given lor businessmen 
from countries interested in step- 
ping up their exports will open this 
Friday at Kfar Ha mac cable, in 
Ramat Gan. 

Ben Bardan, the course director, 
noted that 20 participants are ex- 
pected (including three women) 
from ten countries, several of which 
do not maintain diplomatic 
relations with Israel. The countries 
are Kenya, Guatemala and the 
Philippines, which are Including 
women in their delegations, and 


Malawi, India, Nepal. Thailand, 
Uruguay, Mexico and Peru. 

“The course will place some 
emphasis on the procedures to be 
followed In shipping to Israel, but 
the general trend will be on 
worldwide procedures, especially to 
the Western Industrialized coun- 
tries,” Bardan said. 

The course will last two months. 
It Is sponsored by the Israel Centre 
for Trade with Developing Gaun- 
tries, an affiliate of the Tel Avlv- 
Jaffa Chamber of Commerce. The 
funding comes mainly from govern- 
ment sources.

SO LONG AS he had not been invited by the police for question- 
ing - , Religious Affairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira could argue 
that the allegations of bribery and misuse of funds raised 
against him were 80 hollow that the police would soon see 
through them and that there was no reason for him, therefore, to 
take a leave of absence from his duties as minister and cabinet 
member. 

Once the invitation was formally extended to him, as it was 
last week, and the minister, after consultation with his lawyers, 
and despite the rejection of his plea for special treatment, 
accepted it, Mr. Abuhatzeira could still conceivably argute that 
his Intended replies to the expected queries were certain to 
prove his innocence even to the police. They would then drop 
any idea of prosecution, and he would therefore again not be 
required. to bid the ministry and the cabinet farewell, not even 
for a while. 

But now that Mr. Abuhatzeira's first session with his in 
terrogators has ended, the minister cannot any longer claim 
that he has aces up his sleeve that, when flashed out, will con- 
found his opponents’ game and ruin their plans for a trial by 
court of law. 

The most important immediate result of the initial police seB 
sion with Mr. Abuhatzeira is in fact that he may well have to 
stand trial on criminal charges. The police axe now said to be 
persuaded that, while further questioning- of the minister would 
be valuable, they have evidence to take him to court. 

Of course they may be wrong, and not for the first time either. 
Just five years ago the Tel Aviv District Court acquitted the 
managing director of the Mtekorot water company of charges of 
fraud, and the acquittal was upheld on appeal by the Supreme 
Court. The prosecution's brief seemed, on its face, to have been 
well prepared, but it turned out to have been lacking. 

An automatic projection from that case to Mr. Abuhatzeira’s 
would, however, be somewhat premature. As the matter stands, 
the filing of a formal indictment may now be expected within a 
fortnight. What is Mr. Abuhatzeira waiting for now? 

Maybe he is waiting for the actual presentation of the indict- 
ment. For then he could rightly declare himself, citing a provi- 
sion in Basic Law: Government, “temporarily unable to carry 
out his functions," and ask that another minister be designated 
in his place. That would be the best, if rather belated, solution to 
the problem. But there is no present sign of any such intention 
on Mr. Abuhatzeira's part. 

The duty of forcing the minister out thus falls upon the cabinet 
as a whole, and principally upon the prime minister. Although 
the Basic Law does not specifically refer to the case of a 
minister under indictment, the concept of inability to perform 
ministerial duties must surely apply to such a case. 

Until now, Premier Begin has shown no interest in acting. It is 
almost as though he Is prepared to countenance the continued 
participation in the work of Israel's government of a man to be 
charged with crintes against the public administration.. Jt is 
time, then, far Attorney- Verier al Zamir to advise Mr. Begin 
that, while not illegal in the strict sense of the word, to allow Mr. 
Abuhatzeira to continue to retain his cabinet seat means to 
trample upon the very idea of the rule of Jaw. 


From hand to mouth 


THE COl/NTRY'S hospital services are in danger of grinding to 
a halt as a result of the sanctions applied by Kupat Holim doc- 
tors who cannot get the wage arrears due to them because the 
Treasury refuses to allocate the sick fund the necessary cash. 
i . Tel Aviv’s municipal workers once again had to threaten a 
| walk-out because the Treasury, month after month, refuses to 
B allocate the funds needed to pay their wages — only to yield at 
I the last minute, when the country's biggest city is about to be 
: closed down. 


* In both cases the Treasury has plenty of arguments — some of 
} them plausible — but neither a convincing case nor a coherent 
and feasible policy. 

As for Kupat Holim, the Treasury wants the sick fund, with 
some reason, to raise the wage ceiling on which membership 
dues are paid. It also wants Kupat Holim, with rather less 
reason, to raise the fee for prescriptions, citing the average 
Israeli's voracious appetite for needless medicines. In addition, 
and with even less reason, it wants Kupat Holim to charge its 
members for visits to clinics. The Treasury, in short, wants 
Kupat Holim to become more "self-sufficient’’ and pay its own 
way. 

This approach ignores the fact that Kupat Holim in effect 
provides a national health service that has always gone far 
beyond the role of a voluntary health insurance fund, and that 
there is no substitute for it in the near future — and probably 
also not in the more distant future. 

As for the municipalities in general, and Tel Aviv In par- 
ticular, the Treasury’s argument runs on similar lines: there is, 
it says, still a lot of featherbedding in the municipal ad- 
ministrations, the citizenry gets too many services — and does 
not pay enough for them. All of which is true, and needs to be 
corrected through long-range planning, but none of which can 
be remedied through the arbitrary denial ol funds in the short 
run. 

The political undertones of the' squeeze that the government 
has consistently put on Kupat Holim are transparent. However, 
apart from that, the upshot of the Treasury's tight-fistedness in 
both cases is that it seeks to shift the onerous of collecting 
more taxes on to others — to the local authorities and to volun- 
tary organizations such as Kupat Holim. 

In public, the Treasury officials are against higher taxes. 
Higher taxes, they say, boost inflation on the cost side, are in- 
effective as means to curb excess demand and thus slow Infla- 
tion on the demand side, and are difficult to collect. This is why 
these officials so heatedly opposed the proposal for a surtax on 
high incomes. 

Most of the arguments against higher taxes, however, fall 
away as soon as It is realized that they are being raised anyway, 
under another name and through mechanisms other than the 
Treasury's own tax administration. 

Therefore, instead of Imposing a surtax on a few thousand 
taxpayers that will yield little revenue and mop up even less de- 
mand, and instead of shirking its responsibilities by forcing 
others to collect more taxes, the Treasury should make an all- 
out effort to increase the tax base and to raise taxes 
progressively.

UNESCO meetings to the effect that 
the media should be used to 
promote peace and International 
understanding, to combat war 
propaganda, racism and apartheid. 
The democracies tear that the new 
countries will be attracted by the 
idea of u*ing media for government 
purposes, as they will be repelled by 
the Idea of press treemdom that 
could give them the joys of 
Watergate. 

Faced with the danger of an effec- 
tive majority in UNESCO favouring 
state control of the media, the tac- 
tics of the democracies have been to 
compromise and to limit the 


media development (and 
UNESCO's role in it) have been 
dignified with the name “debate.” 
They have over the past 10 years 
produced one shabby compromise 
after another, high-sounding 
declarations, high-minded 
resolutions — and, as yet, precious 
little else. 


The collection of 60 or 70 nations 
that go under various labels — 
Third World, non-aligned countries, 
developing countries, non-industrial 
countries — have had little help in 
expanding their communications. 

The chief reason for this neglect Is 
that the UNESCO debate has had 
nothing to do with media develop- 
ment, but rather centres around the 
familiar basic difference between 
the Western democracies on the one 
hand and the Soviet Union and its 
allies on the other about the use of 
the media. 


AT EVERY TURN, the Soviet

The tactics are understandable, 
perhaps necessary, for 
governments. But they are. In my 
opinion, unsuitable for endorsement 
by the media of free countries, 
which are damaged, although 
marginally, by their readiness to 
compromise. I believe that they are 
wrong, and that the latest com- 
promise — a document known as 
the Mac Bride Report — once again 
shows how wrong they are. 

Arising from the usual wrangle 
over the media at the UNESCO 
general conference in Nairobi In 
1976, M'Bow appointed a commis- 
sion, supposedly ol experts, to study 
all modern communication 
problems. Sean MacBride, Irish 
jurist and politician, holder of the 
Nobel Peace Prize and the Lenin 
Peace Prize, was appointed presi- 
dent of the commission. 

Some of the members were ex- 
perts on information and the infor- 
mation media. .Others were 
sociologists and politicians with a

True, he seems to assume that 
Israel should "sell her image" in a 
way which will increase the support 
of the North American public, and 
posaibly raise more charity, but to 
what final purpose? 

One should ask if his proposed 
programme would have negative 
effects on aliya from North 
America, on tourism, on invest- 
ment, on the process of peace- 
making with our Arab neighbours, 
and on the support of the political 
leadership in the U.S. and Canada. 
Presenting the PLO as a "ruthless 
threat to the stability of the Holy 
Land would seem to be doing their 
work for them, for this Is exactly the 
image they prefer to project so as to 
create a readiness to accept their 
political positions. I can, however. 


imagine the reaction of parents with 
children planning aliya to have the 
horrors of the-PLO presented by our 
own spokesmen. 


Ultimately, our problem is to 
define the priorities of Israel. As 
Abba Eban states in The Jerusalem 
Podt of September 17, we must 
decide if "the efforts to raise 5600m. 
in North America be directed in- 
stead to bringing in 80,000 Im- 
migrants annually." With the in- 
telligent use of the 88m. proposed 
for this programme, aliya could be 
increased and more done to reduce 
yerlda. 


I think it is, time for us to 
recognize that population growth is 
the major concern of Israel for the 
next decade- and all - cur efforts 
should be directed towards in- 
creasing our demographic strength 
and completing the ingathering of 
the Jewish people.

Sir. — On September 28, TV’s 
"Second Look" dealt with the In- 
vestigations by various large-scale 
evasion of Income tax and VAT. If a 
small sample of shops in Allenby 
Street yielded a 30 per cent level of 
major evaders from both taxes, 
then the general level of evasion 
must be astronomical. 

Just prior to this, we were in- 
formed on MABAT that the govern- 
ment intended to impose an ad- 
ditional tax (a so-called one-time 
surcharge) on, among others, 
salaried employees whose salaries 


in the last tax year exceeded a cer- 
tain amount. 

I have been in this country for six 
years as a salaried employee in a 
large company with no other 
sources of income whatsoever. As 
such, my only source of income has 
been taxed at source; therefore I 
have always paid Income tax on 
time and In full. 

It makes me furious to hear of 
further measures to Increase the 
tax burden on salaried employees 
when so little la being done to attack 
major tax evasion in other areas.

special measures. 

Part Four of the report deals with " 
the matter at more length. It in- 
cludes the following: 1 
"Licensing schemes might well . . 
lead to restrictive regulations 
governing the . conduct of jour- 
nalists; in effect, protection would' 
be granted 'aply to those Journalists . 
who had earned official approval.". ' 
That sentence has a footnote thus : . 
“Mr. 8. MacBride urges that 
safeguards — professional and - 
judicial — could be provided at 
domestic, regional and. inter- 
national levels to. safeguard .jour- 
nalists from the interferences 
enumerated." • •
